The body had lain in state on 
the porch through the night as 
hundreds of thousands of sor­ 
rowing Indians passed in mourn- 
iful homage. So great was the 
lire to see India’s 74-year-old 
ier a last time that the 
crowd outside stampeded short­ 
ly before the procession started, 
killing two persons and injuring 
six. 
To the beat of muffled drums, 
honor guard of Indian sol- 
rs and sailors accompanied 
’s bier as six horses slow- 
drew it along the six-mile 
te to the Hindu funeral pyre 
the Rajghat, the Pyre of 
Kings. on the banks of the holy 
Joanna River.

^T urbaned Kisan farmers, who 
4tove their bullock carts from

sassinated him in January 1948. 
Premiers and foreign minis­ 
ters, diplomats 
and military 
chiefs headed for New Delhi 
within hours after they received 
the word that Nehru had died 
Wednesday of a heart attack. 
British Prime Minister Sir 
Alec Douglas-Home and Admir­ 
al of the Fleet Earl Mountbat- 
ten, representing Queen Eliza­ 
beth II, were among the first 
to arrive at New Delhi. 
Other early arrivals were So­ 
viet First Deputy Premier Alex­ 
ei Kosygin and Mrs. Sirimavo 
Bandaranaike, {rime minister of 
Ceylon. 
U.S. Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, 
representing 
President 
Johnson, was scheduled to ar­ 
rive several hours after the 
start of the funeral procession.

poured in from around the world 
Nehru's body lay in state on the 
front porch of the prime min­ 
ister’s residence. 
Weeping mourners flocked to 
the residence, and by dawn po­ 
lice estimated that 400,000 had 
passed the bier. 
As they passed the body, most 
mourners folded their hands at 
the chest in prayerful gesture. 
The wealthy threw elaborate 
floral wreaths at Nehru’s feet, 
the poor tossed petals. 
The body lay on a polished 
teakwood table guarded by tall, 
bearded Sikh soldiers and sail­ 
ors.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Nego­ 
tiations between the Soviet Un­ 
ion and the United States are 
beginning to run up an impres- 
aive list of successes. The latest 
is the new treaty to increase 
protection for American citizens 
in the Soviet Union and Soviet 
citizens in the United States. 
Still, relations between Wash­ 
ington and Moscow in some 
ways are getting worse at the 
•ame time they are getting bet­ 
ter. The future course or rela­ 
tions is unpredictable, and no 
one in either capital has any 
guarantees against the sudden 
eruption of a new and danger­ 
ous crisis. 
Agreement on the new treaty, 
formally known as a consuar 
convention, was announced by 
President Johnson Wednesday.; 
He emphasized that it was the 
first two-nation treaty between 
this country and the Soviet Un-

The treaty provides for open­ 
ing up consular offices in each 
country, in addition to the em­ 
bassies in Washington and Mos­ 
cow.

Bundy, assistant secretary for 
Far Eastern affairs, told news­ 
men the threat (rf a Communist 
takeover “is a matter we all 
have been watching with great1 
concern.”

achieved without force, he re­ 
plied, “That is a very difficult 
question to answer and it Is one 
of the things we must talk 
about." 
Bundy was meeting with For­ 
eign Secretary Richard A. But­ 
ler for the first of several days 
of talks on Laos, Cambodia and 
Viet Nam. 
The British Foreign Office. In 
a sharp rebuke of the Russians,:

Tension gripped this little south­ 
ern Michigan city today fol­ 
lowing a night of strike violence 
Mid demonstrators’ threats at a 
jail holding arrested pickets. 
Sixty 
state 
policemen 
and 
sheriff’s deputies of neighboring 
counties came to the aid of 
Hillsdale's 
seven-man 
police 
force in the emergency. 
A crowd of 300 persons had 
massed at the Hillsdale County! 
Jail. Some demonstrators threw 
rocks, breaking pill windows, 
j 
Before midnight the crowd 
had dispersed. However, police 
kept an overnight watch. 
The trouble began about 7, 
p.m. with the march of demon­ 
strators to the jail from the 
strike scene at Essex Wire Corp. 
The crowd was angered by 
the arrest of three persons, one 
of them a striker s wife. The 
demonstrators stoned the jail in 
protest and police began waving 
their 
nightsticks 
to 
restore 
order. 
After about two hours, the 
crowd had become generally 
peaceful. 
Mayor C. Aubrey Paul called 
the City Council into an emer­ 
gency meeting. City Attorney 
Harvey W. Moes said the coun­ 
cil decided on “a course of ac­ 
tion to be taken in this strike.” 
He declined to elaborate, saying 
that for “good reasons" the 
council 
would delay its an­ 
nouncement until later in the 
day. 
The violence-marked strike at 
Essex, a major industry in this 
city of 7,629, has been going on 
since Feb. 28. It became exactly 
three months old today. 
The Hillsdale Local of the 
International Union (rf Electrical 
Workers pulled out its 180 plant 
workers in a dispute over term* 
of a first contract with the 
company. 
A chief Issue has been the

The city has acquired three 
4,000-gallon metal tanks that 
will be used (or storage of oil 
during the current summer dust- 
control program and can be 
utilized later to hold asphalt 
and other material for street 
improvement projects, Safety- 
Service Director R o b e r t E. 
Vodrey said today. 
The first of the big tanks 
was delivered Wednesday after­ 
noon from the Youngstown of­ 
fice of the Standard Oil Co., 
which sold it to the city for $1, 
Vodrey said. Two more of the 
tame size have been purchased 
from Mike Pusateri, contractor, 
for $200 each, including deliv­ 
ery, he said. 
The first tank was placed on 
city - owned property on E. 
2nd St. However, no perma­ 
nent site has been chosen for 
the three tanks, the director 
•aid. 
He said the purchases were 
made with informal sanction of 
Council. The tank acquired from 
Standard Oil is 24 feet long 
and 5*4 feet in diameter. The 
city will pay $50 for its de­ 
livery. 
The summer street oiling pro­ 


gram got underway yesterday, 
but only in a limited way, after 
the Do-Mar Road (MI Co. of 
Cleveland, contractor, delivered 
the first 1,000 gallons of oil. 
The oil was placed on Garden­ 
dale Ave., the main artery into 
the residential section off St. 
Clair Ave., the director said. 
A little oil was left in the dis­ 
tributor truck and the crew was 
instructed to place it on Hay 
wood St. next to a water de­ 
partment booster station, where 
dust had been threatening the 
operation of the motors. How 
ever, only a short stretch of 
the grade was oiled before the 
supply was exhausted. 
The contractor has promised 
to deliver 4,500 gallons of oil 
today, which will allow the pro­ 
gram to move ahead in earnest, 
the director said. 
The first stretch to be treat­ 
ed is the wide berm along St. 
Clair Ave. The city hopes to 
help keep down dust rn th e 
stretch resulting from heavy 
Memorial Day traffic to River­ 
view Cemetery, he said.

CROOKS 
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Sam Speaks With Many Tongues 


That was a timely reminder Adlai 
Stevenson made in the United Nations 
Security Council about only one official 
U.S. foreign policy. It needs to be made 
every time we have another presidential 
election. 
On this occasion, a Republican presi­ 
dential contender, Sen. Coldwater of Ari­ 
zona, had teed off on the Johnson adminis­ 
tration for not cleaning up the war in 
Viet Nam. In the time-honored fashion of 
partisan politics, the senator attacked the 
opposition 
and 
proposed 
things 
that 
might be better, such as using low-yield 
nuclear bombs to destroy jungle foliage 
In Viet Nam so Communist supply lines 
could be revealed and bombed. 
It was inevitable this would be seized 
upon by the multiplying critics of the 
United States and ascribed to the govern­ 
ment. This was done in the U.N. Security 
Council by Nikolai T. Fedorenko of the 


Soviet 
Union, 
prompting 
Ambassador 
Stevenson’s explanation that foreign pol­ 
icy is made only by the executive 
branch. 
The United States will not undertake 
nuclear warfare on Sen. Goldwater’s say- 
so. 
There will be more of this in 1964 as 
the national campaign wears on. It does 
no good to point out to critics that anyone 
in this country can speak at will. Even 
remarks of officials are subject to the 
American 
w a y of government — free 
expression of opinion, free rebuttal, split­ 
ting differences, 
resplitting differences 
that arise over the differences and finally 
agreeing on a pale reflection of what 
might have been done if this had been a 
dictatorship. 
Even Americans don’t get the hang of 
it sometimes. 


Nehru Preserved India 


The eventuality the West has dreaded 
most when India’s Prime Minister Nehru 
died now moves closer. 
In the absence of his strong hand, will 
anyone have enough authority to keep 
upward of half a billion impoverished and 
largely illiterate people from moving first 
into chaos then into absolutist Commu­ 
nist control? 
Will India follow mainland China into 
Marxism? Will Ms moderates let them­ 
selves be disorganised by splinter politics 
until Communists w e able to gain con­ 
trol of the government? 
This was Nehru’s besetting problem as 
prime minister. This was India’s peren­ 
nial problem after It was given inde­ 
pendence 
from 
Britain. 
It was 
the 
plaguing worry of all statesmen outside 
the Communist sphere — this concern 
over lack of stability In India. 
Nehru’s successor will see the problem 
resolved. Time has run out on the uneasy 
truce that Mahatma Gandhi’s successor 
was able to keep. No one else has his 
prestige. No one else can speak with his 
authority. India now must move either 
forward or backward. It cannot stand 
still. 
The West had trouble understanding 
Nehru. But there was an uneasy suspi­ 
cion that he never had trouble understand­ 
ing the West. He and the men who worked 
with him in the mysticisms of Indian pol­ 


itics had been educated in the West. No 
Westerners have been educated in India. 
In toe months ahead, the enormity of 
India’s problems may be clearer than it 
was during the political ascendancy of 
this scholar-patrician-poiitician. He may 
have been the indispensable, irreplace­ 
able essence of whatever unity India 
achieved after K gained independence on 
Aug. 15, 1947. 


The Flag 


Tribute will be paid Saturday through­ 
out the Tri-State District to the men and 
women who died in the service of this 
nation in its past and present struggles 
to preserve freedom. 
Over the many years since Memorial 
Day observances began, the display of 
the American Flag has been a tradition, 
a tradition which recently has declined to 
some degree as families use the holiday 
to launch the picnic and swimming sea­ 
son. 
There is no finer way for each Amer­ 
ican family to honor our war dead pub­ 
licly than to have a Flag waving at the 
front of each home Saturday. It is a token 
of respect for the sacrifice paid, it is a 
proud recognition of America's past, it is 
a salute to those ideals on which the 
world’s hopes rest. 


Better Listen To Eisenhower 


If this country gets caught short with­ 
out adequate executive authority, Dwight 
D. Eisenhower will be entitled to an “I 
told you so.” He has done everything in 
Ms power to point out the danger of ne­ 
glecting a problem that desperately needs 
to be solved. 
He now has repeated, in a conference 
sponsored by toe American Bar Associa­ 
tion, what he has been saying since he 
himself, was in the White House. The 
United States should spell out the authority 
of a vice president to take over the presi­ 
dency if the holder of the office is in­ 
capacitated. It should spell out the au­ 
thority of a president to appoint a vice 
president when that office becomes vacant. 
And if these things were done, there 
should be a return to the former order 
of succession to the presidency, set aside 
when the Democratic party wanted to 
put the late Rep. Sam Rayburn of Texas 
first in line, instead of a secretary of 
state its leaders did not trust during the 
Truman administration. 
But will the stitch be taken in time? 
Probably not. The 1964 presidential elec­ 
tion comes closer day by day—and each 
day will diminish the terrible urgency that

pilate the tax- David Lawrence 
payers’ money. It tells the board 
of supervisors, which is the leg­ 
islative body of the county un­ 
der the constitution of the state 
of Virginia, that a federal court 
order can be issued command­ 
ing the county board to levy 


certain taxes and spend cer­ 
tain funds for purposes speci­ 
fied by the court. 
No such sweeping decision 
has ever come from the Su­ 
preme Court in the history of 
the United States. The theory 
of the federal Constitution has 
always been that the executive, 
legislative and judicial powers 
are 
separate 
and 
that 
the 
right of the people to govern 
themselves and to elect a leg­ 
islative body to decide how tax 
money shall be spent cannot be 
interfered with or impaired by 
any order of a court. 


THE SUPREME COURT, in 
this instance, admitted that a 
state “has wide discretion in 
deciding 
whether laws 
shall 
operate statewide, or shall op­ 
erate only in certain counties, 


the legislature having in mind 
the needs and desires of each.” 
But the opinion went on to 
say that the Supreme Court 
of the United States may de­ 
cide for itself what objectives 
the board of supervisors may 
have had in mind and can veto 
such legislation if it doesn’t 
conform to the court’s concep­ 
tion of how the county’s money 
shall be spent. 
The Supreme Court was ex­ 
plicit in its command. It ruled 
that the federal court may, if 
necessary, “require the super­ 
visors to exercise the power 
that is theirs to levy taxes to 
raise funds adequate to reopen, 
operate, and maintain without 
racial discrimination the public 
school system in Prince Ed­ 
ward County like that operated 
in other counties in Virginia.” 


So, w h i l e conceding that a 
state may give c o u n t i e s 
local autonomy, the Supreme 
Court now reserves for itself the 
right to censor such actions and 
issue court decrees compelling 
legislatures to vote certain tax­ 
es. This has heretofore always 
been believed to be discretion­ 
ary with the legislative body. 


IF THE PRINCIPLE estab­ 
lished by the high court is ac­ 
cepted, it could mean that the 
federal judiciary may under­ 
take to tell Congress how it 
shall spend tax money, and par­ 
ticularly to order the national 
legislature, as well as state leg­ 
islatures, to spend money' in 
ways which the court itself 
would decide.

The word is blunt. No fleet 
owner can cater to the chaotic 
Cuban Communist economy and 
at the same time send his other 
craft into U.S. ports for profit­ 
able cargo. 
“We’re 
not 
unloading any 
ship,” 
Longshoremen’s leader 
Ted Gleason told this column, 
“ which is owned by any man or 
company doing business with 
the enemy — whether it is Cas­ 
tro’s Cuba or Mao’s China. 


“WE NOW HAVE a ruling 
from the U. S. Fourth Circuit 
Court of Appeals stating k is 
the political right of our men to 
refuse to handle cargoes of sis­ 
ter ships to those which run in­ 
to Cuba or China. Okay! This 
is it! 
“ We are not trying to be 
heroes. We’re acting when a lot 
of people just talk. These boy­ 
cotts have cost our Longshore­ 
men hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars over the years. If we don’t 
load and unload cargo, we don’t 
get paid. We have no weekly or 
annual wages. But we’re putting

our hatred of Castro above our 
pocketbooks.” 
Gleason was neither swagger­ 
ing nor exaggerating. Back in 
1962, before the U. S. govern­ 
ment officially created a black­ 
list of ships sailing to Cuba, the 
International 
Longshoremen’s 
Association (ILA) ordered its 
men 
not 
to handle foreign 
freighters which were running 
between U.S. ports and Cuban 
docks. 
This cost the union’s 
members some $10 million a 
month in wages which 
they 
would have earned if they were 
“turning the ships around.” 


AT THAT TIME there was 
an average of 54 sailings a 
month 
between 
Atlantic and 
Gulf ports and Cuba. This is a 
goodly number of ships — and 
the dockwallopers could h a v e 
used the work. 
But the ILA leaders went be­ 
yond the line of duty to their 
collective consciences. They cre­ 
ated an intelligence network to 
inform themsleves of freighter 
fleet owners who were using 
some of their vessels to trans­ 
port cargoes from Asia to such 
transshipment points as Dakar, 
or Hamburg — ports in which 
the equipment would be trans­ 
ferred to ships for the final run 
to Cuba. 
When such vessels hove into 
American 
ports to pick 
up 
freight for a profitable return 
voyage, the ILA refused to sling 
the cargo. The legality of such 
boycotts was in doubt until last 
Thursday when Federal Court 
of 
Appeals Judge Simon E. 
Sobeloff in the majority opinion 
ruled that such political boy­ 
cotts were within the law. This 
gives the ILA leaders just the 
opening they have been seeking. 


LONG BEFORE the British 
announced they would sell 900 
buses to Castro and the French 
reported a Cuban deal for 20 
locomotives, the Longshoremen 
were eager to boycott foreign

flag fleets which have been 
carrying strategic materials to 
Cuba for several years. 
Since as far back as 1962, the 
British have been selling Cuba 
aircraft, power generating ma­ 
chinery, 
electrical machinery, 
chemicals, rubber articles, road 
motor vehicles and heavy equip­ 
ment. 
Britain also has sold elec­ 
trical and non-electrical machin­ 
ery, as well as iron and steel 
plates to Communist China. Not 
all the shipments to Cuba and 
Peking have gone in English 
vessels. Many craft have been 
chartered from fleet owners fly­ 
ing the flags of small nations. 
“We’re going after the big 
ones this time,” Gleason said 
after the court approved t h e 
Longshoremen’s refusal to work 
the Tulse Hill, now stranded in 
Baltimore, which had run into 
Cuba. 


“I’m going to put the boycott 
proposal before the OLA execu­ 
tive council during the week of 
June 8. And we’re not going to 
be awed by the fact that ships 
are of British or French regis­ 
try.”

retaliate and attempt to punish 
our merchant vessels in United 
Kingdom ports.

that other states got more ap. 
propriations or more assistance 
from the federal government 
and that this constituted a form 
of discrimination. 
The U.S. Supreme Court now 
can rule not only on such ques­ 
tions but can claim that the citi­ 
zens are not being given “the 
equal protection of the laws” 
when one state or one part of 
a state is favored over another 
by federal or state appropria­ 
tions. 
Even more sensational is the 
Supreme Court’s ruling that a 
county, perhaps even a state, 
must operate its educational 
system in accordance with the 
dictates of the judiciary. 
The legislature of the stale 
of Virginia, for instance, passed 
laws in 1959 and 1960, providing 
grants of tuition to parents of 
“every 
child, 
regardless of 
race,” so as to finance the at­ 
tendance of such a child at any 
“nonsectarian private school or 
a 
public school outside his 
locality.” 
All localities were also au­ 
thorized to provide their own 
grants on a similar nondis­ 
criminatory basis. 
The people of Prince Edward 
County in Virginia, where the 
dispute arose over the closing 
of the public schools, offered 
to set up private schools for 
colored children as well as pri­ 
vate schools for white children. 
The Negro organizations de­ 
clined the offer, preferring to 
depend upon a court battle by 
which they sought a compul­ 
sory 
opening 
of 
the public 
schools. 
Thus, a county in the stale 
of Virginia is prevented by the 
highest court in the land from 
treating children of all races 
equally in permitting them to 
go to private schools of their 
own choosing, or to attend pub­ 
lic schools in other counties or 
localities. 


THE DAY cannot be far dis­ 
tant 
when 
private 
schools 
throughout the country may be 
subjected to the same judicial 
supervision, on the ground that, 
while they might not have state 
financial support, these schools 
nevertheless operate under a 
state license or must obtain 
educational accreditation from 
state authorities. 
Private schools could some 
day be classified — in the 
words of the latest Supreme 
Court decision — as “benefici­ 
aries 
of 
county 
and 
state 
support.” 
Most surprising of all, how­ 
ever, is the concept expressed 
by the Supreme Court that it 
may at will substitute its own 
decrees for the judgment us­ 
ually rendered by a state or 
county legislative body elected 
by the people.

• Eighty per cent of the epi­ 
leptics in this country oan at­ 
tend school, hold jobs, marry 
and raise children—IF they are 
accepted as normal human be­ 
ings and not humiliated or dis­ 
criminated against by an ig­ 
norant and ill-informed society. 
I’m an epileptic and here is 
my history: I won top honors 
in high school, spent two years 
in the Canadian Air Force dur­ 
ing the war, married, had chil­ 
dren and now hold a govern­ 
ment office. 
I have never allowed epilepsy 
to prevent me from doing any­ 
thing I wanted to do. No one 
except my physician and my 
intimate family knows I'm an 
epileptic. I adhere to doctor’s 
orders, get plenty of rest and 
the proper nourishment.
